hits Beirut 

BEIRUT (R) — Shelling broke out Tuesday 
night in the hills behind Beirut and residents 
said it was the heaviest bombardment since 
rival Lebanese factions agreed to an unw- 
ritten truce two weeks ago. 


State-run Beirut Radio said 
rockets and shells began landing 
on towns in the Aley region at 
around 6 p.m. (1600 GMT). 

The right-wing Falangisi radio 
^id the borabai^em was com- 
ing from positions to the north, 
held by leftist Druze militiamen. 

Residents of the hillside Beirut 
suburb of Yarzeh told Reuters by 
telephone they could hear steady 
shelling and it appeared to be ori- 
ginating from an area not far 
away. 

Yarzeh is much closer to Beirut 
than the region mentioned by the 
Falangist radio as the source of the 
bombardment. 

While the state-run Beirut 
Radio confirmed the shelling and 
said the Aley region was being hit^ 
the rightist F^angist radio gave a 
more detailed repon. 

It said rockets and shells fired 
from the upper Metn region on the 
hills east of Beirut had landed in 
Aley. Rashmaya and Shanoun. a 
few kilometres to the- south. At 
least three people were wounded 
it said. 

There have been small arms 
exchanges, occasional rounds of 
ajtillei 7 and series of kid- 
nappings murd^rs Twedtry 
the hills and the Shouf mountains • 
beyond. But Tuesday's bom- 
bardment appeared to be the 
worst for more than two weeks. 

.Mountain shelling, between 
rightist and leftist Druze mil- 


itiamen, was heavy and regular 
' earlier this month as Lebanon's 
efforts to conclude a troop wit- 
hdrawal agreement with Israel 
reached a climax. 

Earlier Tuesday, Lebanese Pre- 
sident Amin Gemayel appeared to 
be seeking deployment of int- 
ernational peace-keeping forces 
in the mountains. 

The president called in envoys 
of the United States. France, -Italy 
and Britain, the four nations con- 
tributing to the multinational 
force now patrolling Beirut dan- 
ger spots. 

For some time government lea- 
ders have been talking about bri- 
nging the multination^ force into 
the Shouf mountains. Their pre- 
sence would become even more 
vital if the Israelis, who now pro- 
vide a limited buffer between the 
two communities, should decide 
to withdraw. 

About 1-fO people were kid- 
napped over the weekend when 
Druze and rightist militiamen - 
went on the rampage against each 
others' supporters. At least 23 of 
the victims were killed. 

By Tuesday all but 30 or 40 of 
the prisoners had been released, 
according to security sources. 
Among those freed was the Mar* 
onite Christian archbishop of 
Tyre. Josef AI Khoury, who spent 
about five hours in captivity Mon- 
day. 


Israel draws up plans 
for new ‘defence line’ 


TEL AVIV (R) — Israel is dra- 
wing up contingency plans for a 
unilateral withdrawal of its forces 
to a new "defence line" in sou- 
thern Lebanon, Israeli officials 
said Tuesday. 

The officials quoted Foreign 
.Minister Yitzhak Shamir as telling 
Israeli reponers .Monday the plan 
would be put into effect if it bec- 
ame clear that Syria would not 
withdraw its forces from'Lebanon. 

Israel and Lebanon signed an 
agreement last week providing for 
a withdrawal of Israeli invasion 
forces within 12 weeks. But Israel 
made it clear that it would not be 
bound by the accord unless Syrian 
and Palestinian forces also left 
Lebanon. 

Syria has rejected the agr- 
eement and said it will do eve- 
lything in its power to prevent its 


implementation. 

.Mr. Shamir was quoted as say- 
ing Israel was "not committed to 
anybody*' to maintain hs present 
positions in Lebanon and con- 
tingency planning (o pull back to 
new lines was at a practical stage. 

He said the new line would be 
along the Awali River. This runs 
Just north of the coastal city of 
Sidon and is some 45 kilometres 
south of present Israeli lines. 

Mr. Shamirsaid the United Nat- 
ions Interim Force in Lebanon 
(UNIFIL) could fill the vacuum 
left by an Israeli withdrawal. 

One of the areas evacuated 
would be the Shouf mountains 
south-east of Beirut, where rival 
rightist and leftist militias have 
been battling each other for sev- 
eral months.

The JD X5-miIlion air- 
port. which took about five years 
to build, has some of the most 
modern equipment, including air- 
craft maintenance hangars, cat- 
ering facilities for about three mil- 
lion peopleayearand a2.iHji.)-[ine 
telephone network which could be 
expanded to coniain 7.0(IU lines. 
The airport is capable of handling 
two million people annually and is 
connected with Downtown 
Amman with a broad access road, 
skirting the capital. 

The Public Transport Cor- 
p>oraiion has announced the int- 
roduction of 20 regular buses to. 
pfy between the airport and 
Amman to facilitate the easy flow 
of passengers and others. 

The King is scheduled to ina- 
ugurate the airport Wednesday 
afremoon and before proceeding 
there he will take pan in cel- 
ebrations to be held in connection 
with the Army Day. 

The Armed Forces General 
Command has organised a special 
ceremony to be held at the Mar- 
tyrs Monument in Amman where 
the King will water the Tree of 
Life and hand over awards to off- 
icers and soldiers of the Armed 
Forces and security department. 

To mark the occasion, the 
Armed Forces organised a col- 
ourful display of ^works from 
various parts of the capital Tue- 
sday evening. 

In the meantime, Arab and int- 
ernational delegations arrived in 
Amman to take pan in Wed- 
nesday's events. .An Iraqi del- 
egation. headed by Taha Yassin 


Ramadan. Ilrst deputy premier 
and memberof the Revolutionary 
Command Council arrived in 
Amman Tuesday. Mr. Ramadan, 
in a statement to the Jordanian 
News .Agency. Petra, praised .Ior- 
dan's stand in support of Iraq in its 
war with Iran, and added that "the 
Independence and Army Day are 
two cherished occasions for every 
Iraqi citizens."

Libya intensifies

DAMASCUS (R) — Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat Tuesday 
completed a tour to rally support 
among his men in Lebanon as 
Libya stepped up a campaign app- 
arently aimed at toppling him. 

Mr. Arafat returned to Dam- 
ascus after a trip to north and east 
Lebanon which seemed designed 
to strengthen his leadership of the 
Fateh commando group and the 
overall Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation ( PLO ) in the face of a so 
far peaceful rebellion by Fateh off- 
icers. 

Libya Tuesday launched its 
toughest attack on Mr. Arafat, 
saying the revolt was now assured 
of success "as a result of the wide 
support it is receiving." 

The statement from the official 
news agency JANA, received in 
Beirut, did not elaborate on who 
• was supporting the rebels. 

.vlr. Arafat's military deputy 
Khalil Al Wazir (Abu Jihad) was 
quoted as saying Libyan leader 
Muammar Qadhafi was paying 
"millions" and sending weapons 
to the rebels in Lebanon. 

PLO sources in Damascus said 
Libya had instigated the revolt by 
at least five senior PLO officers 
and was providing them w'ith wea- 
pons and cash. 

The rebellious officers have 
been protesting against new app- 
ointments in Fateh and what they 
regard as its moderate line in .Mid- 
dle East affairs. 

First news of the trouble within 
Fateh came from the official Lib- 
yan news agency earlier this 
month. 

Tuesday'sJ ANA siaiemeni ind- 
icated Col. Qadhafi hoped the 
revolt would lead to the overthrow 
of Mr. Arafat and a tougher PLO 
line in the .Middle East. 

The statement accused Mr. 
Arafat of "acrobatic statements. 


deceit and false declarations." 

"The revolution which exp- 
loded within Fateh in the Leb- 
anese Bekaa Valley... has rem- 
oved the false mask from the face 
of Arafat and his defeatist clique.*' 
it said. 

"The new revolt is now assured 
of success as a result of the wide 
support it is receiving in order to 
replace the traditional movement 
which had abandoned armed str- 
uggle and was seeking to reach a 
peaceful settlement for the .Vliddle 
East problem through bargaining 
and surrender... 

"Arafat finds himself isolated 
and is acting nervously but he will 
pay a high price for his beh- 
aviour." 

This appeared to be a reference 
to a speech by Mr. .Arafat on 
.Monday near the northern Leb- 
anese city of Tripoli in which he 
branded Col. Qadhafi an agent of 
U.S. President Reagan and said he 
was trying to split the Palestinian 
movement. 

Abu Jihad was quoted by the 
Palestinian news agency WAFA 
as condemning anti-Arafat sta- 
tements by Col. Qadhafi as "an 
expression of his mad dreams.** 

He said: "Qadhafi should know 
that his dreams will be smashed on 
the rock of Fateh unity and that 
the millions he is paying and the 
weapons he is sending to some cir- 
cles to strike at the unity of Fateh 
will be rendered useless." 

Abu jihad later told reporters 
that Fateh's Central Committee 
would meet here Tuesday night or 
W'ednesday to take a final decision 
on action against the rebel off- 
icers. 

He said the Central Committee 
decision would be presented lo 
Fateh's Revolutionary Council in 
Damascus cither this Thursday or 
Friday. June 3. for approval. ‘ 


New travel curbs will not 
be binding on West Bank 
students, Obeidat explains 


A.M.MAN (J.T.) — Recent mea- 
sures regulating travel through the 
King Hussein and Prince .Moh- 
ammad bridges will not apply to 
West Bank students studying at 
Jordanian universities and com- 
munity colleges and abroad, acc- 
ording to Interior Minister 
Ahmad Obeidat. 

Answering a question by the 
correspondent of Al Ra'i new- 
spaper. .Mr. Obeidat said Monday 
that measures involving student 
crossing the two bridges will rem- 
ain as they were before. 

The Interior Ministry issued a 
siaiemem last Tuesday "banning 
all W'esi Bank residents from lea- 
ving the W'est Bank except thr- 
ong the King Hussein and the 
Prince Mohammad bridges." The 
statement w'amed "anyone vio- 
lating the measures w'ould be lia- 
ble to legal and administrative 


measures. Furthermore, bearers 
of temporary Jordanian passports 
would be banned from leaving the 
occupied lerriiories except thr- 
ough the said two bridges." 

The statement also said that 
"West Bank and Gaza Strip res- 
idents would not be allowed to 
leave for the East Bank if the per- 
mit they are carrying from the 
occupation authorities includes a 
condition banning them from ret- 
urning to the W'est Bank and Gaza . 
Strip before the expiry of their 
permits." 

The statement explained that 
the aim of the new measures is "to 
ensure the steadfastness of the 
kinsmen in the occupied ter- 
ritories and to cope with the des- 
igns of the occupation authorities 
of escalating the settlement policy 
in the occupied territories."

Pretoria says 64 killed in Maputo raid

African Defence Force said Tue- 
sday latest confirmed intelligence 
reports showed t'4 people died in 
Monday's air strike on the Moz- 
ambique capital of .Maputo. 

,A communique said 4 1 of those 
killed in the attack by South Afr- 
ican Air Force Impala jets were 
guerrillas ol the .African National 
Congress lANCi. 17 were Moz- 
ambican soldiers and six others 
were civilians. 

.Mozambique has announced 
that six people died and 3u were 
injured in the raid, which South 
Africa mounted in retaliation for 
last Friday's car bomb attack in 


Pretoria which left 1 s people dead 
and over 2(>U others injured. 

The Defence Force com- 
munique said -M people were inj- 
ured in the raid on Maputo, but it 
was not yet possible to say how 
many of them were civilians. 

South Africa said the raid was 
aimed at bases of the ANC. which 
on Monday claimed responsibility 
for the Pretoria blast, the worst act 
of guerrilla violence in the rep- 
ublic's history'. 

The .Mozambican authorities 
have said six people died in the air 
raid of whom only one was a South 
African and most damage was 
done to a jam factory.

French students, police clash near parliament 


PARIS (R) — Hundreds of dem- 
onstrators and riot police fought 
running battles close to the French 
National .Assembly Tuesday dur- 
ing a large student demonstration 
against unhersiiy reforms. 

Barricades built from crowd 
control fences and two blazing 
cars were quickly erected in side 
streets off a square only 5UU met- 
res from the heavily-guarded par- 
liament building where legislators 
debated the reforms for the first 
time. 

Evewitnesses said the dem- 


onstrators wore crash helmets and 
leather jackets, the uniform of 
extreme right-wing youths who 
have been accused of exploiting 
student unrest to provoke police. 

Police, who were mobilised in 
force in anticipation of trouble, 
used water cannon and fired tea- 
rgas to drive the demonstrators 
into a corner of the huge square 
overlooked by Napoleon's Tomb. 

Authorities said several dem- 
onstrators and police were hurt 
and at least two youths were arr- 
ested. 


The skirmishes broke out dur- 
ing a demonstration by 15,000 
students hostile to the reforms 
drawn up by Education .Minister 
Alain Savary. 

Two other demonstrations aga- 
inst the government's plans, due 
to become law in November, 
ended peacefully. 

Previous demonstrations in the 
month-old dispute, during which- 
students in many French uni-, 
versities have been on strike, also 
turned violent. 
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Amman police solve 
spate of burglaries 


AMMAN (Petra) — Police have arrested a number of biu;^ais 
responsible for breaking into several houses in Amman over the last 
few days. 

The thieves, who stole mainly jewe|iy, watches and pens; con- 
fessed to the burglaries, and the stolen items were returned to their 
owners. The value of the stolen goods totalled some J D 20,000 and 
involved 1 7 houses, a spokesman for the Amman police department 
said. 

The spokesman went on to say that several burglaries have been 
reported in the last few months by owners of homes and commerdal 
stores, and the Amman police have responded with intensive efforts 
to catch the thieves. 

Mahmoud Qawasmeh. a resident of Mark'a. told the Jordanian 
News Agency Petra, that he and his family left their Marka home to 
spend few days in their rural home in Na'our. When he returtied. he 
found that the doors of his house had been forced, and his home 
ransaked. 

He said that the value of the stolen items, primarily jewelry, 
totalled JD I.UOn. * 

A similar theft was reported by Mohammad Adnan Nouylati also 
of Marka. Hayafa' Abu Qourah of Jabal Amman and Dina Anz of 
Jabal Luweibdeh. The stolen items were all returned to their owners, 
who thanked the Amman police for the enormous efforts they made 
in solving the thefts. Petra said. .

BEIRUT — FalesUnian chief 
Yasser Arafat is facing a chalieoge 
to his moderate leadership which 
Middle East analysts believe could 
further restrict his moves towards 
a peaceful solution of the Arab- 
Ismli conflict. 

So br, a revolt by five hardline 
ofBcers in Arafat’s own Fatah 
commando group has been pea- 
ceful, and the leaders have str- 
essed they are not a breakaway 
bctiott. 

The dissident leader. Col. Abu 
Musa, declared last week from his 
base in eastern Lebanon that he 
and his supporters were the “con- 
science" of Fatah, the backbone of 
the PLO. 

I Despite these assurances, some 


sources close to the PLO in Leb- 
'anon and Syria see the dissident 
movement as one of the greatest 
chaOengM to Ar^Ps unfettered 
domination of the PLO in recent 
years. 

But the sources say that even his 
critks on the left wing of the org- 
anisation, who oppose his peace 
efforts, see no future for the PLO 
without Arafat at its head. 

The revolt began more than two 
weeks ago in protest at the app- 
ointment to senior Fatah posts of 
officers who were known as Ara- 
fat loyalists but deemed by the dis- 
sidents to have performed poorly 
during last yeaPs Israeli invasion 
of Lebanon. 

The dissidents issued a range of 
tough political demands, accusing 
Arafat of planning to abandon 
armed stru^le, and called for a 
Fatah congress to map out a new 


path. 

Among their demands was 3 can 
for an explicit PLO commitment 
not to withdraw its forces from 
Syrian-cooiroUed parts of Leb- 
anon, as the Beirut government is 
asking. 

Ats^at had earlier given vague 
pledges to puU out bis estimated' 

8.000 men from Lebanon if Israeli 
forces also leave. 

But the PLO is now echoing 
Syrian denunciations of Israels 
withdrawal agreement with Leb- 
anon, indicating it does not plan to 
pull out 

Arafat has re^nded to the 
■challenge by m alrin g almost daily 
visits to east and no^ Lebanon to 
drum up support against the rebels 
~ his first visits since he eva- 
cuated Israeli-besieged Beirut last 
August 

Fatah has responded to the dis- 


sidents by agreeing to prepare for 
a congress of the movement It 
also ordered military cefoims 
'which appear to lessen the imp- 
ortance of the oontroversial new 
appointments. 

Arafat supporters in Damaseus 
blame radical Libyan leader 
Muammar Qadhafi and his sup- 
porters inside the PLO for fom- 
enting the strife. Libyan state-nm 
media have described the dis- 
sident movement as a revolution. 

CoL Qadhafi, a bitter critic of 
Arafrif s peace moves and his dec- 
ision to evacuate Beirut last sum- 
mer, issued a veiled call for Ara- 
fat's overthrow. 

In a speech quoted by the Lib- 
yan News Agency JANA, he said: 
“If thb movement succe^ it will 
remove the Palestinian resistance 
from the dangerous path pursued 


by defeatist leactioDaty leaders in 
Beirut who committed the historic 
shame” (cf leaving Beirut). 

No otW Arab leaders have 
^ ^^keapdblicly.of the rift, but the 
'dissidents apparently have fre- 
edom of movement from Syria to 
the centre of the revi^t in Leb- 
anon. . . 

Both the size and outcome of 
the revolt are stSS unclear. Ara- 
fiaf s supporters recall toat be has 
been with dissent befcne and 
weathered the storm.'- 

But sources close to the PLO 
see it as a si^ of risnig radical 
p res s ure on Arafat pressure 
which he finds harder to re^ 
since he quit his independent base 
in BeiniL 

So for, the predominance of the 
ttnerally moderate Fatah among 
the eight groups within the PLO 


«has held the radicals in cheek. But 
wito a radical faction emerging 
with Fatah, the PLO’s centre of 
gravity is likely to shift with it, they 
say. 

Arafat's peace moves were alr- 
eady- stal!^. Lengthy udks with 
Jordan on a joint approach to 
Middle East peace were broken 
off- by Jordan last month after 
Arafat apparenth' 'faQed to ove. 
rcome oppositioD from PLO har- 
dliners. 

When his option with Jordan 
melted away, Arafat staged a rec- 
onciliatjon with Syrian President 
Ht^ez AJ Assad after months of 
strain over his peace moves. 

Since then, apparently adopting 
a more militant stand, Arafat has 
called for war as the only way to 
change the power balance in the 
.'Middle East. 


Uneasy calm still prevails in Bekaa Valley

SOFAR, Lebanon — Next week 
Avi Levi. 24. will be selling tins of 
beans from his grocery store in the 
Israeli port of Haifa. 

He was peering along the barrel 
of a machine-gun at Syrian sol- 
diers 300 metres (yards) from bis 
front-line Israeli position in Leb- 
anon's central mountains. 

The Israeli army reservist stood 
on the top of a flattened pile of 
reddish earth, backed by armour ■ 
piating. and watched the shadowy 
outlines of two Syrian soldiers 
appear and disappear in the mou- 
ntain mist. 

His barricade was one of the key 
points in the Israeli army's Leb- 


anese front-line, which meanders 
from this village on the Beirut- 
Damascus road, over rocky hills 
and south-east to the flat- 
bottomed Bekaa Valley^ 

From Sofor to the Israeli border 
about 80 kilometres farther south, 
the Israelis control the hills and • 
valleys with at least 25.000 men 
remaining from the force which 
invaded Lebanon nearly one year 

ago- 

The figure of 25,000 is an est- 
imate made by United States off- 
icials familiar with Lebanon's mil- 
itary affoirs. Lebanese officials 
themselves have spoken recently 
of 50,000 Israeli troops but most 
independent observers in Beirut 
believe this is an inflated figure. 

The same U.S. officiate say 


there are between 40,000 and 

50.000 Syrian soldiers, backed by 

6.000 to 8,000 Palestinian troops, 
faring the Israelis in Lebanon. 

To the Israeli soldiers at the 
front, and no doubt to their Syrian 
counterparts a few hundred met- 
res away, troop withdrawal a^- 
eements or international dip- 
lomacy mean little. 

Avi and his fellow reservist 
Ephraim, a 25-year>old who 
grows fruit and raises chickens 
near Margalioth when he is not at 
the front, were concerned only 
with watching Syrians and getting 
home in a few days time. 

Leaning over their barricade, 
they would be easy targets if the 
Syrians derided to shoot But they 
said there had been no exchanges 
of fire in the area despite reports 


of li^t weapons clashes at other ■ 
front-line positions. 

The Israelis peered throu^ 
field-glasses at the Syrian pos- 
itions, in a grove behind a cluster 
of villas, one of which, in the mid- 
dle of no man's land, fl^ a French 
tricolour flag. 

“Apparently a French fomtly 
used to live there. I doubt if there's 
anyone in it now," said Avi, fin- 
gering a Belgian-made Mag mac- 
hine gun with a beh of 230 golden 
bullets shining from its chamber. 

The grove sloped up towards a 
hilltop where two heads, app- 
arently belonging to Syrian- sol- 
diers, could be seen whenever 
sunshine split the mist. 

Asked what he would do if the 
Syrians opened fire, Ephraim rep- 
li^: “If they tried to kfll me, Fd 


.try to Idfi them.” After a mom- 
eatTsthooght, be added; “Of cou- 
rse, it woiUd depend on my ord- 
ers.” 

His home b Israel is almost wit- 
hin a Stoners throw, and- certainly 
rocket range, of the Lebanese 
bolder and dose to areas bit by 
Palestinian'' 'oonunahdbs .xodcets 
before the foraelis bvaded and 
drove the . comoiaiidos hanir 
year. 

Although he and . Avi are res- 
ervists, they are .no. strangers to 
combat, an essential quali&ation 
'for the men on the sdiritrve front 
line. 

An officer said both men had 
seen action in Lebanon but be. 
would not disclose where or when. 

Although the men in the front- 
line bunkers, armed with 


madiine-guns and automatic rif- 
les, mj^t be the first to see any 
Syrian move, more powerful 
b^-up is not far away. 

Behind them are Patton tanks 
and armoured personnel carriers, 
caiw>nfiagwrf behind sand piles or 
tudced away beside deserted hou- 
ses. All of them in the front-line 
area have cannon or mounted 
.machine-guns manned round the 
clock. 

One tank crew, sitting on or 
around their tank a few hundred 
metres from the front, were res- 
.'ervists from a religious academy. 

had chosen to come to the 
front, an officer said. 

The crewmen wore the tra- 
ditional. Jewish yamutka (sku- 
llcap) but their combat helmets 
were not for away.

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Niger leaps forward in applied solar energy research 


By Abdoulaye Boureima 
One iiietal shed, one bench, two 
damps and a few other simple 
tools. Such was the rudimeniary 
equipment of the Solar Energy 
Office of Niger (ONERSOL) in 
1964-!65. Today, the office has the 
resources to mass produce com- 
plex equipment — from solar 
water heaters to cylindro- 
parabolic mirrors. 

ONERSOL made a significant 
leap forward in 1970 when it was 
equipped with a laboratory con- 
taining advanced technical equ- 
ipment. It was the starting point* 
for applied research on the con- 
version of solar energy into ele- 
ctrical energy. 

There is equipment, for ins- 
tance. to measure solar radiation. 
It will allow. ONERSOL, under 
the direction of Profe^r Abdou 
Moumouni. now rector of the 
University of Niamey, to plan and 
undertake experiments to perfect 
complex solar thermal ins- 
lalEations. 

One practical device is a solar 
stove that will be tried out among 
villagers in the Tera region. It is 
1 .5 metres in diameter and cooks 
between three and four kil- 
ogrammes of rice in an hour aro- 
und noon. It is constructed ess- 
entially of a parabolic shell of 
moulded glass cloth, bonded with 
resin to a concrete form, and cov- 
ered with reflecting aluminium. 


The introduction of the stove in 
the towns and countryside of 
Niger' remains nonetheless dif- 
ficult because of the low pur- 
chasing power of households and 
the eating habits of the pop- 
ulation. ^d although the device, 
requires practially qo upkeep, it 
uses many accessories, such as 
special utensils and thermos bot- 
tles. 

ONERSOL also manufactures 
devices that produce, distilled 
water either from drinking or bra- 
ckish water. The Niger Chemical 
Products Company, tbc -Malbaza 
Cement Works, as well » certain 
foreign organisaridn&'Ymoff not- 
ably the Postal and Tel- 
ecommunicatioas Office of Upper 
Volta) haye bMn equipped with 
such a device. The most curious 
model being, without doubt, the 
“survivaT’ distiller, hi^y rec- 
ommended for travellers crossing 
the desen. 

How does the device work? 

A hole is 'dug in sufficiently 
damp soil and an empty container 
of simple construction is placed in- 
it. The container is then covered 
• with a transparent plastic sheet. 
After a few hours you have water. 
How much depends as much on 
the width and depth of the hole as 
on the humidity of the soil and the 
quality of the plastic. 

ONERSOL also has solar bat- 
teries that transform light into ele- 


ctricity. 

In 1968, >in conjunction with the 
educational television network 
(no longer to existence), the office 
carried o.ut several experiments. 
These were so successful, in fact, 
that photoelectric batteries, bou- 
ght in France, have become a pop- 
ular source of power for lelevbion 
sets. 

Another project for use of these 
modules aims at supplying ele- 
ctricity to small and m^ium-sized 
telecommunications stations. The 
radio relay of Boukanda, about 60 
kilometres fiom Niamey, runs 
thanks to solar energy (600 
amps^ur). It services five tel- 
ephone circuits and two telex cir- 
cuits. Storage batteries, charged 
1^’ solar energy allow the Bou- 
kanda radio relay to function for 
about 10 days when there is no 
sun. 

Technicians have also managed 
to transform solar energy into 
mechanical energy, notably for. 
water pumping. From 1968 to 
1974, a solar-operated motor 
supplied drinking water for both 
the population and all the cattle at 
Bossey-Bangou, a Niamey sub- 
urb. The motor eventually wore 
out but the insiaDation was later 
renovated. It now supplies 50 
cubic metres of water a day. 

But the greatest achievement is 
without doubt the solar heat pum- 
ping station at Karma, 25 kil- 


Caribbean looks to sunshine, 
wind and water for energy

BRIDGETOWT^ , Barbados — 
The Caribbean islands, hit hard by 
a risingoil import bill'overthe past 
10 years, have turned for energy 
to their own resources: Sunshine, 
wind, water and volcanoes. 

Thousands of factories and hou- 
seholds now use solar energy to 
heat 'water while a wave power 
tuibine is about to be installed in 
Barbados and a wind power pro- 
ject to start in Antigua. 

Volcanic Santa Lucia is looking 
10 its hot water resources for alt- 
ernative energy. 

Tiny Dominica, which boasts a 
river for every day in the year, ^ 
plans to -harness ' them to* supply ' 
pcy^r^tp’IspMtt&d commurfiiSgSr; ' 

Experis ki the Batbado^i^Eite'd 
Caribbean Development'* Bank 
(CDB), which is le^ing the reg- 
ion's development of alternative 
energy, estimate that conservation 
practices and new sources of ene- 
rgy may cut the islands' oil bill by 
five to 15 per cent by the turn of 
the century. 

Antigua's wind ene^ project, 
the first singificant Caribbean pro- 
ject of this kind, will come into 
operation in two months' lime and 
within a year it is expected to pro- 
duce energy equivalent to bet- 
ween l,20ti and 1,500 barrels of 
oil. 

The COB itself is to install a 
wind turbine at its Barbados hea- 
dquaners to help meet its energy 
needs and feed any surplus into 
the island's grid. 

Barbados, which spends 50.5 
million a week on fuel, is to build 


another 200-kilowatt wind tur- 
bine with a 51 .5 million grant from 
the Inter-American Development 
Bank. 

Sunshine, the tourists* big att- 
raction, is now widely used in 
water heating systems. 

Barbadian solar technology 
pioneer James Husbands est- 
imates that in the last decade 10 
per cent of his island's 60,000 
households have taker, advantage 
of tax incentives and up to 50 per 
cent lower electricity bills to install 
solar hot water systems. 

Husbands says his company also 
brought solar water heaters to 
seven other islands. . . 

Agriculture, is also benefiiting 
from the new energy projects. 

. Jn Antigua,, (he CariU>ean Agrr 
ieultujraj^ . Research and Dev- 
elopreeat Institule'has produced a' 
sun-operated . pump bringing' 
water jliom ponds to irrigate fiel<£ 
on a state-owned farm. 

This is an attractive alternative- 
for the future as hs cost is dec-; 
reasing and it requires little mai- 
menamce, the CDB said. 

Crop waste, such as bittie from 
the arrowroot industry and bag- 
asse from sugv cane, can alro 
^aerate electricity. 

~ Most sugar mills use bagasse 
— the juice remaining after.cane 
has been pressed — to heat boi- 
lers.. 

The CDB's Technology and 
Energy Unit (TEU) is now car- 
rying out studies in Samt Kitts 
Nevis, which has a large bagasse 
surplus, to find out how to gen- 
erate electricity with the waste. 

Two Barbados factories alr- 
eady produce electricity fiom 
bagasse, feeding up to 1,100 kil- 


owatts into the energy grid, or 0.5 
per cent of the island's con- 
sumption. 

In Saint Vincent the production 
of biogas from bittie. was assessed 
last year and a pilot plant is exp- 
ected to be set up. 

Santa Lucia is exploring its geo- 
thermal resources helped by the 
European Development Fund, 
the EECs overseas aid arm. 

Work on the island's sulphur 
springs is about to start again after 
a seven-year interruption. Seven 
wells were drilled into the springs 
in 1977 but the work ran into tro- 
uble because of 'internal political 
problems. 

Prime Minister John Compton 
has said the U.S. Los Alamos Ins^ 
tiiiite; with high-levd technology 
and eTqTerience 'ta this ; 
had shown wnsideiiible intend., ui ' 
the project. 

"If the project can live up to its 
^ariy promise, Santa Lucia will be 
able to offer industrial investors 
energy at concessionary rates 
making the island a prime area for 
indusiria] developmenU" he said. 

According to government off- 
icials. the geothermal source at La 
Soufiiere could save the island 
more than $10 million a year in oil 
imports. 

The TEU is also promoting ene- 
rgy conservation programmes 
which could save the region up to 
S6 million a year. 

It is preparing to launch a pro- 
ject for more efficient use of ene- 
rgy in the lucrative tourism sector, 
and this year it 'is planning mea- 
sures to reduce large losses in the 
transmission and distribution of 
. electricity in a number of islands. 


omeues from Niamey. The sta- 
tion, with an output of 2500 to 
3000 cubic metres of water daily, 
irrigates some 20 to 30 hectares of 
land. The surface of the solar col- 
lectors is 1000 square metres and 
generates 10 kilowans. 

With a plant in operation since 

1975, funds from various sources 
and more than 20 workers, ONE- 
RSOL has developed into a gen- 
uine industiy. The production 
capaciw of the plant is 400 water 
heaters per year and 1000 to 1200 
square metres of flat collectors, 
which are intended for the pum- 
ping stations. The office should 
lap^ go beyond this, produeing 
500 water heaters and 3000 squ- 
are metres of collectors. 

And what about coaimerdal 
successes? They only began in 

1976. But many buildings (public 
and private, maternity and other 
hospitals, hotels and teaching est- 
ablishments) are today equipped 
with solar water heaters. 

*rhe manufacturing department 
of ONERSOL would like to ext- 
end its acti^ues to the states in the 
Sahelian and Soudano-sahelian ' 
regiras. The manufacture and ins- 
taUation in Niger of five to six 
pumping stations, the last ofwhich 
should be 'mstalled this year, will 
no doubt allow ONERSOL to rea- 
lly take off.

Siltation could mean failure of $3 billion river 
development scheme in Sri Lanka

KANDY, Sri Lanka —The Mah- 
aweli River development scheme 
(5 considered so important to fut- 
ure generations of Sri Lankans 
that its details are being taught in 
primary schools here. 

But the problem of the silt is 
rarely mentioned in the sch- 
oolrooms. and silt could relatively 
quickly destroy the S3.1 billion 
project, financed both by foreign 
aid and by Sri Lanka's poor. 

Launched in 1977, the Mah- 
aweli Programme entails building 
four dams across the 335- 
kiloraetre river; three power sta- 
tions to triple the country's gen- 
erating capacity and reservoirs to 
irrigaie 130.000 hecatres of new 
land. The government plans to 
resettle 1 .5 milUoD people — one 
'in every 10 Sri Lankan — on the 
newly irrigated land. 

But the upper reaches of the 
Mahaweli River banks are largely 
bare of trees; only about 8 per cent 
of the 526,000 hecatres cat- 
chments area is forested. When 
the rains come —some 2,540 mm 
a yev — the water washes topsoil 
into the river unchecked. 

This soil may quickly silt up the 
reservoirs, foul the power stations 
and clog the irrigation canals and 
gates. 

Soil conservation officials 
blame the tobacco industry for 
much of the felling. One tobacco 
firm has encouraged people to 
clear for themselves 0.4 hecaire 
each of riverside slopes to plant 
tobacco. When the tobacco is 
grown, they need another 0.4 hec- 
atre of wood with which to dry 


their crop. "Local politicians 
won't stop them doing it for fear of 
losing votes." said one official. 

W'hen the programme was lau- 
nched. "all the attention went to 
the dams. Replanting the hillsides 
was talked about only in sem- 
inars", said Sri Lankan lawyer 
Gamini Iriyagolle. who has made 
a detailed study of the scheme. 

Nearly all of the foreign aid 
which poured in also went to the 
dams. Britain. Sweden and West 
Germany all gave around $155 
million each to finance a dam 
each. Contributions from Canada. 
Japan and Kuwait brought the aid 
to over $620 million, one of the 
largest aid budgets ever for a sin- 
gle development project. 

Iriyagolle blames donors for 
rushing in with their money, dfs- 
. toning the prograrome''’from its 
outset. "Replanting should have 
had the very highest priority at the 
sian. but simple didn't get it", he 
said. 

The government knew that the 
hillsides needed replamlng. A 
survey had shown that a well pla- 
nned reforestation programme 
was nessary to prevent soil ero- 
sion. according to Ian Sam- 
arawickrema. secretary for the 
Mahaweli Development Ministry. 

But a replanting programme 
was not begun until I9S1. fol- 
lowing a study by a private U.S. 
firm with U.S. Agency for Int- 
ernational Developmeni backing. 
The programme aims to replant 
30 per cent of the hillside area — 
over 162.000 hecatres. However, 
by the end of 1 982. less than 4.000 
hecatres had trees. 


Trees died 

A walk up one of the hillsides 
revealed that about one-third of 
the new trees had died. 

“This year there may be a chr- 
onic shortage of money for rep- 
lantingany trees", one official said 
gloomily. The Mahaweli Pro- 
gramme is costing far more than 
was originally planned, and spe- 
nding has been cut back as a result. 
The voluntary group Nation Bui- 
lders is trying to encourage young 
people to do some of the rep- 
lanting. 

Dr. .Mosiafa Tolba, executive 
director of the U.N. Environment 
Programme, noted the gravity of 
the silt problem when he visited 
Sri Lanka last year. The def- 
orestation. he said, would result in 
“massive soil erosion causing sil- 
ting of irrigation canals and the 
lowering of the fertility of the 
soil". 

The British-aided Victoria dam 
is nearing completion. It will start 
trapping water in April 1 9K4 and 
will eventually flood 45.U0U peo- 
ple out of their homes. The British 
consultants of the project. Sir 
Alexander Gibb and partners, are 
confident that ihe dam's two sluice 
gates will allow the silt through. 
But silt going through the dam will 
be washed down into the fields, 
where it could clog irrigation gates 
.and canals. 

Some of the 1.5 million people 
— many of these landless and 
unemployed — which the gov- 
ernment is bringing to the area 
have already arrived. Each family 
gets a hectare of land, usually 
scrub or jungle, which they must 



clear to plant. 

Ironically. Sri Lanka's poor are 
now having to foot much of the bill 
for the world's biggest aid scheme. 
The cost of the programme was 
originally put at slightly over $1 
billion, with foreign aid acc- 
ounting for over half of this. Since 
then, the cost estimate has leapt to 
$3. 1 billion, so aid will only cover 
one-fifth of the cosL 

Thus Sri Lankan taxpayers are 


being squeezed for money, and 
services and subsidies for the poor 
have been cut. 

If the dams provide food and 
power in plenty for this country, 
their sacrifice may prove wor- 
thwhile. But lack of planning — 
and lack of trees — may end up in 
wasted aid and wasted gov- 
ernment money.

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Ju vent US banks on Platini for inspiration...

RONfE — Juveatus. the dominant 
force in Italian soccer for the past 
decade, will be looking to French 
genius Michel Platini to inspire 
them to their first European Cup 
victory against Hamburg of West 
Germany-in Athens on May 25. 

Pladni has been devastating in 
recent matches, combining ins* 
pired inventiveness in midfield 
with deadly Tinishing to end the 
season as top scorer in the Italian 
first division with IS goals. 

Seven times Italian Champions 
since 1970, Juventus now have 
their second chance to add the 
European Cup to their collection 
of prizes. They were beaten 1 -0 by 
Ajax Amsterdam in the 1973 final 
in Belgrade. 

“Juve" started the season slo- 
wly as manager Giovanni Tra- 


pattoni tried to weld his collection 
of highly-paid and individualistic 
performers into an effective team. 
They were often compared to an 
orchestra of brilliant musicians 
without a conductor. 

Despite improving on this poor 
start, they have surrendered the 
League title to Roma and will be 
determined to make up ftM- this 
disappointment in Athens. 

Juve will field six of the Italian 
World Cup winning team inc- 
luding star striker Paolo Rossi and 
combative midfielder Marco Tar- 
delli. 

Rossi, top scorer 

Rossi has rarely been seen at 
his best this season but has pro- 
duced some mintage performances 
in the European Cup and is top 
scorer in the competition with six 


goals. 

But Platini will probably be the 
tnan to watcb. He has appeared 
unstoppable in recent League 
games and has made no secret of 
the fact a Europe^ Cup winners* 
medal is his burning ambition. 

Juventus’s other big-money 
import, PoHsh star Zbigniew Bon- 
iek, has been summoned to War- 
saw to play finr hisnational team in 
the European Championship aga- 
inst the Soviet Union three days 
before the match in Athens. 

He demonstrated his value widi 
an inspired performance during 
Juventus’ 2-0 win in the semifin^ 
gainst his old team Widzew Lodz 
of Poland last month. 

The only serious doubt in the 
Athens line-up is defender Sergio 
Brio, who recently returned to the 
team after a month’s absence due 
to a groin injury but who may still 


not be fit enough to play. 

If the club missed the Italian 
Championship, then its huge inv- 
estment in t^ent has paid oS in 
the European Cup and the players 
powered their way past Hvidovre 
of Denmark, Bel^um's Standard 
Liege, 1982 winners Aston Villa 
of England and Lodz. They have 
not lost agame in the competitioa. 

Every player in the side will be a 
threat to Hamburg but it is in def- 
ence where Juventus appear par- 
ticularly awesome alt&u^ vet- 
eran international goalkeeper 
Dino Zoff has shown signs of ^- 
libilhy this year. 

If Platini, Boniek and Tardelli 
are all on song in midfield, then 
Hamburg could find the “Bia- 
nconeri*' unstoppable. Con- 
trastingly, an early setback could 
take the heart out of the tem- 
peramental latin.Q. 


...as Hamburg faces moment of truth

BONN — West German Cha- 
mpions Hamburg are confident 
they can cement their position as 
one of Europe's major soccer 
powers this month— but the older 
players admit to a worrying sense 
of deja-yu. 

Hamburg face the pride of Italy. 
Juventus. in the European Cup 
final in Athens on Wednesday in 
what promises to be a classic clash 
of Latin skill against German 
power. 

After their Athens date Ham- 
burg will then turn their attentions 
to the West German Bundesliga 
title and victory in their next two 
League games will virtually clinch 
the title for the third time in five 
years. 

Hamburg faced an identical sit- 
uation three years ago— but their 
dream of the double evaporated in 
the space of four days. 

First they lost 2-1 to lowly 
Bayer Leverkusen to hand Bayern 
Munich the Bundesliga title. 

Four days later the stage for the 
European Cup final was Madriif s 
Bemabeu stadium. Hamburg 
completely outplayed Nottingham 
Forest but were teaten I-Q by a 
long-range goal by Forest's So- 
ttish winger John Robertson. 


Hamburg maintain they have 
learned from that heart-breaking 
experience and are confident of 
avoiding a repeat performance. 

Six survivors from the 1980. 
squad form the backbone of the 
present side which has emerged 
from a shaky spell to destroy a 
succession of opponents with a 
combination of Scalpel and Cud- 
gel. 

The Scalpel is wielded by dim- 
inutive midfielder Felix Magath, a 
29-year-oid whose undoubted 
skills were never shown to full 
devastating effect during his int- 
ernational career. 

Magath seems to have rec- 
overed from a bad leg injury two 
weeks ago which threatened to 
sideline him for the rest of the sea- 
son. 

If in form, hjs incisive passes 
and tight dribbling skills may drive 
the ru^ed Juventus defence to 
distraction. 

Hnibesch ‘the monster* 

Hamburg's Cudgel is wielded 
by Horst Hrubesch. nicknamed 
“the monster’’. The 32-year-oId 
giant, who will play in Belgium for 
Standard Liege next season, has 
scored around 100 goals for the 
club and remains one of the best 


headers of a ball in the game. 

The Juveatus defender ent- 
rusted with the task of marking 
Hrubesch will have a monument^ 
battle on his hands particularly if 
long-serving full-back Man&ed 
Kaltz finds room on the right to 
zero-in on the striker’s deadly for- 
ehead. 

Hamburg fans reckon Kaltz 
could pick out Hnibesch in an 
unlit underground car paric but 
critics maintain his love of pushing 
forward often leaves his fellow 
defenders dangeroosly exposed 
to counter-attack. 

The defence is built round the 
unooraprosing Dietmar Jakobs 
whose fierce tackling contrasts 
with the more refined skills of 
sweeper Holger Hieronymus. 

A regular in 1980, the 24- 
year-old has tightened up his 
game since he was harshly cri- 
ticised earlier this season 1^ his 
coach, Austrian Ernst HappeL 
who felt Hieronymus was playing 
too much “pretty” soccer and not 
doing his fair share of the def- 
ensive work. 

Two other young players nur- 
tured by Happel could put their 
more famous seniors in the Ath- 
ens shade if they repeat their rec- 
ent form in Wednesday’s finaL 


rgen Milewski combine well with 
the more basic qualities of Hru- 
besch in attack. The effervescent 
25-year-old*s darting runs and 
ferocious shooting have brought 
him international recognition this 
season. 

Midfielder Wol^ang Rolff has 
also seen bis career t^e oft this 
year, winning three caps in his first 
season with Hamburg after being 
signed from second division For- 
tuna Cologne. 

Rolff is a “players’ 
player'’— skitful, full of running, 
and possessing the knarV of sco- 
ring vital goals. None was more 
important than the superb^ gla- 
nc^ header in the away leg of the 
semifinal against Real S^edad 
which effectively decided the tie. 

The player who snpplied that 
cross, Jimmy Hartwig, is the cause 
olthe only doubts in the Hamburg 
camp. The midfield powerhouse is 
ineli^Ie to play in the Athens 
final having received two yellow 
cards in this year's competition. 

Hartwig, with his experience 
and never-say-die attitude, is the 
one Hamburg player capable of 
single-handedly lifting the team’s 
game and spirits.

Navratilova begins French title 
defence with stylish win 


PARIS (R) — World number one 
Martina Navratilova opened her 
defence of the French Open Ten- 
nis Championship in ^e style 
here Tuesday when she raced to 
an emphatic 6-1, 6-1 win over 
compatriot Mary Lou Piatek. 

Czechoslovak-born Nav- 
ratilova has not lost on clay tl^ 
year. And on this showing, it wiU 
take an inspired performance to 
wrest the title fiom her. 

Navratilova said afterwards that ' 
she felt very comfortable and con- 
fident. “I have already won this 
tournament so I have no mental 
block about it. I have set a new 
level of play for myself and 1 am 
trying to keep it up.” 

The clay-court specialists in the 
men's singles also had a com- 
fortable passage into the second 
round. 

Czechoslovak Ivan Lendl see- 
ded number three, defeated Pedro 
Rebolledo of Chile 6-4, 6-1, 6-3 
while fourth seed Guillermo VOas 
of Argentina, last year's beaten 
finalist, outclassed Romania’s 
Florin Segarceanu 6-1, 7-5, 6-2.

that China had already used up 100.2 billion yen (.S432 million) by 
the end of March this year. 

The funds are being used partly to extend China's biggest coat port 
at Qinhuangdao as well as to build the first phase of a huge steel mill 
near Shanghai. 

The first found of loans — expected to total about .S 1.5 billion - 
will expire at the end of this year.

Japan to seek anti-inflation 
policy at Williamsburg summit 


TO KVO (R) ~ Japanese Finance 
Minister Noboru Takeshrta said 
Tuesday he hoped the VVil- 
liambsburg sumroK this weekend 
would adopt a policy to promote 
sustained world economic growth 
without infiatioD. 

“Now that there is a bright pro- 
spect for the world economy bec- 
ause of falling oil prices there sho- 
uld be a common catchphrase 
among the participating natfo nSi 
that they will seek sustained eco- 
nomic growth without inflation," 
he told Reuters in an interview. 

Mr. Takeshita. speaking before 
leaving for the L’nited States with 
Prime Minister Yasuhiro Nak- 
asone. said Japan's connibution 
would be to ‘tell the other par- 
ticipanis it would tiy to cut its bor- 
rowing. 

In the financial year which sta- 
rted last month the Japanese gov- 
ernment has budgeted borrowings 
of 1 3,345 billion yen (S57 billion) 
to meet more than 25 per cent of 


its spending. 

Mr. Takeshita said Japan wan- 
ted the summit which starts on 
Saturday and brings together the 
United States, France, Britain. 
Japan. Italy, Canada and West 
Germmy, to come to some agr- 
eement on the need to stabilise 
foreign exchange markets. 

“Japan will call for the co-. 
ordination of the countries' eco- 
nomic policies and for eoncened 
intervention." he said. 

The question of currency int- 
erveniioo was discussed by fin- 
ance ministers and central bankers 
from the seven summit nations in 
Washington late last month and 
they agreed intervention could be 
usefril to counter disorderly mar- 
kets' and short-term swings. 

France has been particularly cri- 
tical in recent weeks of the extent 
to which the United Slates has all- 
owed the dollar to rise in value. 

Takeshita said the summit sho- 


uld consider the iniernational 
accumulated debt problem now 
facing the rvoricTs poorer nations 
and policies to prevent an “exp- 
losion” of protectionist trends in 
the world. 

Mr. Takeshita said the par- 
ticipants, together responsible for 
60 per cent of the world's eco- 
nomic activity, should also discuss 
the functioning of international 
agencies like the World Bank. 

If these agencies could maintain 
close links with each other there 
would appear no need for any new 
organisations, he said. 

East-West economic relations 
would be the most difficult issue at 
the summit. Mr. Takeshita said, 
although participants had already 
co-ordinated their views on this 
question and there should be no 
confrontation at Williamsburg. 

In Bonn. West German Cha- 
ncellor Helmut Kohl said Monday 
the industrial powers at next wee- 


kend's Williamsburg summit sho- 
uld resist protectionism and agree 
to adopt sound domestic eco- 
nomic policies together. 

“Solo tricks on the trapeze ach- 
ieve nothing,” he said in an int- 
erview. 

He said his giovemment would 
aroid the “past mistakes” of the 
previous socialist administration 
in deliberately expanding the 
West German economy in an att- 
empt to boost weaker economies 
and drag the world out of rec- 
ession. 

This attempt had only deepened 
West Germany's recession. Mr. 
Kohl said, forcing his conservative 
administration to make painful 
cuts to hold down government 
borrowing. 

“Real lasting growth, a brake 
on and a gradual decline in une- 
mployment ... can only be ach- 
ieved by stimulating investment." 
he said. 


PEKING (R) -World Bank Pre- 
sident Tom Clausen arrived in 
Peking Tuesday for a visit which 
could herald a boost in lending to 
China if only the hank can raise 
the money. 

“ We expect another substantial 
increase above the (19K2'X3)

Nigeria's foreign reserves, hea- 
vily dependent upon oil revenue, 
have f^len in two years from SM 
billion to SI billion — enough for 
only one month’s essential imp- 
ons.

Bank governor 
dismissed 

HELSINKI iR) — Former Fin- 
nish prime minister and Central 
Bank governor Ahti Karjalainen. 
insirumenial in building close 
links with Moscow, said Tuesday 
he was dismissed by people who 
think relations with the Soviet 
Union are too cordial. 

Mr. Karjalainen. bO. was sacked 
from the governorship two weeks 
ago. oFlIcially for the public good. 
He has repeatedly denied in the 
media that he is suffering from a 
drink problem. 

He was quoted in an interview 
with the hardline communist new- 
spaper Tiedonantaja Tuesday as 
saying those who ousted him had 
lied about his condition to Pre- 
sident Mauno Koi\isio. who rel- 
ieved him of his posts. 


Ex- Vietnamese premier 
recounts years in prison 


SINGAPORE (R) - A former 
South Vietnamese prime minister, 
now a refugee here awaiting res- 
ettlemenu said Tuesday.he had to 
abandon his wife and baby as he 
fled his homeland in a flimsy woo- 
den craft under cover of darkness. 

Nguyen van Loc. prime minister 
in lVb7-6N. told Reuters that he 
made the escape on May 10 after 
hidingwiih his family for nearly 1^ 
months south of Ho Chi Minh city, 
formerly Saigon. 

It was his 14th attempt at flight 
but his wife and 11-momh-old 
child could not join him as pla- 
nned because llshermen. dem- 
anding money-to keep their dep- 
anure a secret, stopped them from 


taking a rowing boat to the ref- 
ugee craft. 

Loc. 62. said his wife had saved 
the money for the trip while he 
was at a labour camp near Hanoi. 
He had been there for four years 
before being returned to Ho Chi 
Minh. 

“I nearly died in the labour 
camp where 1 was kept with about 
1 .51)0 others on a near starvation 
diet.... they allowed me to return 
to Saigon in f only after they 
fell that 1 was dying.*' he said. 

Loc said two or three people 
died of m 2 dnuiriiion or disease 
every week at the labour camp. 
“Nam Ha 25-a." 

The inmates, mostly former 


South Vietnamese military and 
security personnel, politicians and 
high-ranking government off- 
icials. were ordered to clear a jun- 
gle swamp, farm the area and 
build a dam. he said. 

They were also made to cut bou- 
lders and carry them two kil- 
ometres to build their own homes 
and the dam. Loc said. 

"The stronger among us were 
made to pull the ploughs at a Jun- 
gle clearing hardly suitable for cul- 
tivation." Loc said. 

Loc said Nam Ha. described by 
Vietnamese officials as a “re- 
education camp." was still in of>e- 
raiion. 


Radio Moscow announcer raps ‘Soviet invaders’ 


.MOSCOW iR) — A spokesman 
for Radio Moscow blamed a news 
announcer Tuesday for three bul- 
letins broadcast .Vlonday praising 
Afghans for fighting against “Sov- 
iet invaders." 

The spokesman told Reuters 
the wording of the items on Radio 
Moscow's English-language world 
service was a personal mistake by 
announcer Vladimir Danchev. 

He gave no further information 
and did not say if any action had 
been taken against Danchev. 

In news bulletins at IMHi. I2nn 
and 130(1 G MT Danchev switched 
around the usual Soviet form of 
words for covering the Afghan 
war and elfeciively branded Sov- 


iet troops as aggressors instead of 
the ami-communist guerrilla for- 
ces. 

In the first two bulletins he said:* 
“Tile population of Afghanistan 
plays an increasing role in def- 
ending the country's territory aga- 
inst Soviet occupants.'* 

He sard that a meeting of tribal 
elders had declared that "the act- 
ivity carried out from Soviet ter- 
ritory endangers the security of 
the population of Afghanistan." 

In the third bulletin Danchev 
changed the wording, saying the 
Afghan population was playing an 
increasing role in defending the 
country "against bands infiltrated 
from the Soviet Union". 


"Reports in Kabul say that tri- 
bes living in the eastern provinces 
Nangahar and Pakiia have joined' 
in the struggle against the Soviet 
invaders." he said. 

In the closing news summary . 
Danchev summarised the item by- 
saying the Afghan piopulaiion was 
taking an “ increasingly active part 
in action against tlie Soviet for- 
ces." 

According to the BBC mon- 
itoring service in London, a sim- 
ilar switch in wording was made in 
a report on Afghanistan broadcast 
by Moscow Radio last week. 

Western diplomats were sur- 
prised and puzzled by the bul- 
letins. They said that a slip of the 


tongue seemed unlikely, esp- 
ecially as Danchev had used ide- 
ntical wording in two broadcasts 
an hour apart. 

“This leaves the possibility of 
some kind of protest, either by an 
individual or a group, and that 
obviously cannot be ruled out." 
one West European diplomat 
said. 

In the 1-M)i) GMT bulletin ano- 
ther announcer read ' the news 
item, reverting to the usual Soviet 
political line on Afghanistan. 

He said the population was fig- 
hting bands infiltrated fix>m Pak- 
istan and that subversive activity 
from Pakistani territory was end- 
angering the Afghan people. 


Argentina battles floods 


BUENOS AIRES (R) - Eme- 
rgency teams battled desperately 
through the night to shore up lea- 
king dikes and prevent fio- 
odwaters From engulfing two nor- 
thern Argentine cities. 

Taking advantage of a break in 
the heavy rains which have fallen 
steadily for six weeks, bulldozers 
strengthened eanhen flood bar- 
riers thrown up hastily to protect 
the cities of Resistencia and For- 
mosa. 

Asuncion, capital of nei- 
ghbouring Paraguay, has also 
been hard-hit by the floods and so 
have parts of Uruguay and Brazil. 

"If it rains and the machines get 
bogged down. I shall call on all the 
men and women of Resistencia to 
take shovels and spades and san- 
dbags to reinforce the defences." 
the governor of Chaco Province. 
Jose Ruiz Palacios, said. 

“We will defend this city until 
the last minute," he added. 

Repons from Resistencia said 


workers on the flood barriers are 
battling a plague of eels and fresh 
water crabs, which are boring 
holes in the eanh walls and mak- 
ing them leak. 

Further nonh. the city of For- 
mosa is threatened by the swollen 
Paraguay River and local aut- 
horities said they were seriously 
considering evacuating all its 
1 1 S.flOU inhabitants, half of whom 
have already been driven from 
their homes. 

The floods, which have swa- 
mped five provinces of nor- 
theastern Argentina since Dec- 
ember. have reached a peak with 
the constant rains, pushing rivers 
to record levels. 

More than ISb.UUU people have 
been made homeless in the region, 
roads and railways have been cut 
and the local economy has vir- 
tually ground to a hah. President 
Reynaldo Bignone has called it a 
national catastrophe.

However, most of my 
partners argae that it should 
be forcing for one round. I am 
not averse to this, but 1 
would like to know exactly 
how responder dioold treat 
his hand after partner has 
reversed. We have con- 
siderable disagreement 
about this and last night we 
ended in a partseore when a 
small slam was an odds-on 
contract.— R. Wallace, Col- 
umbia, S.C. 

(This question has bemi 
awarded the weeldy prize.! 
A.— I must confess that the 
wording in those books was a- 
trifle careless. A reverse bid 
is not forcing to game: 
however, it is certainly forc- 
ing to at least three of 
opener's first suit. 

Mathematically, that is 
only logical. For his reverse, 
opener has a hand worth at 
least 18 points. Responder 

has shown a miniTmim of 6 

with his first bid. so even if 
both players are at the bot- 
tom of their bids, they are in 
the game zone. Therefore, 
the partnership should be 
safe at the three-level in 
opener’s announced long suit. 

After a reverse by opener, 
responder has certain 
priorities. If he is dead 
minimum for his initial 
response, he must tell opener 
that he has no game aspira- 
tions. There are two methods 
of doing so. Some play that a 
return to op>ener's first-bid 
suit is the signoff; others use 
a bid of two no trump as 
denoting a minimum re- 
sponse. I slightly prefer the 
latter, but I think that the 
majority. of players use the 


former. As long as you agree 
on a method with your part- 
ner. it matters little which 
you use. 

Quite often, if your first 
response was in a major, 
partner's reverse might be 
based on a fit for your suit, 
possibly a very good fit. 
Therefore, if you have a five- 
card major, you should rebid 
it, even with a strong hand. 
Since you are still below the 
level of three of opener’s 
original suit, a simple rebid 
maintains the forcing situa- 
tion. 

With support for either of 
opener's suits, fix the trump 
suit as soon as possible, 
depending on your methods. 
If you decide to adopt two no 
trump as your signoff. a 
return to opener’s first suit is 
forcing, and might be made 
with a good hand. If you play 
that iMd as a denial, you have 
to jump in opener’s first suit 
if. you have the values for 
game. 

Responder’s raise of 
opener's second suit creates 
a ^me force. But if opener 
raises responder's suit, it is 
simply invitational. If opener 
has the values for game, he 
must either jump to game 
himself or else bid the fourth 
suit to create a new force. 

In brief, responder’s 
obligations are: 

1) Sign off with a dead 
minimum: 

2) Rebid a five-card major; 

3) Support one of partner’s 
suits, if possible, and 

4) Make any bid except a 
signoff to force to game. 

Responder’s rebids after a 
reverse by opener is a com* 
plex subject which can only 
be skimmed in this brief col- 
umn. But, if you bear in mind 
the principles outlined above, 
you should be able to avoid 
languishing in a partseore 
when slam is in the ofilng. 


U.S. aircraft make spy 
flights over C. America 


WASHINGTON |R) - U.S. air- 
craft with night-vision devices 
have made spy flights over Central 
America to detect gun-running to 
El SalvaUoi's leftist guerrillas. 
Reagan administration officials 
said Monday night. 

The specially-equipped Her- 
cules transport planes were una- 
rmed. the Pentagon said. 

Asked about news reports of 
the flights, a Pentagon spokesman 
said: “C-130 aircraft have been 
conducting classified missions in 
areas of Central America which 
have been the subject of 
communist-led insurgent inf- 
iUraiion." 

The planes, widely used during 
the Vietnam War, cany infra-red 
and low-light level sensors des- 
igned to spot movements in the 
dark. They are usually armed with 
rapid fire guns and asmall cannon. 

But the Pentagon spokesman 
stressed the C-13i.)s operating in 
Central America carried neither 
weapons nor ammunition, adding; 
“They do not and have not fired at 
infiltrators." 

Asked if they had been fired on. 
the spokesman replied: "I have 
nothing on that." 

The Reagan administration has 
■charged Cuba and the Soviet bloc 


with supplying arms to insurgents 
in El Salvador fighting U.S.- 
backed Salvadorean government 
forces. 

The acknowledgement of the 
spy flights is certain to raise con- 
cern in a U.S. Congress already 
deeply troubled and divided over 
the administration's Involvement 
in Central America. 

President Reagan has also been 
under fire for hiscovert support of 
Kbels battling Nicaragua's San- 
dinisia govemmem. 

He has said such aid is part of 
the administration's elYons to cut 
the supply of arms to the Sal- 
vadorean guerrillas and does not 
violate a congressional ban on fin- 
ancing operations aimed at top- 
pling the Nicaraguan government. 

AlBC television news reported 
.Monday night that the C-130s. 
operating out of Panama, had also 
flown over Nicaragua. The aircraft 
were armed and had occasionally 
violated Nicar^uan air space, 
ABC said. 

The planes had been shot at but 
had not yet returned fire, the rep- 
ort add^. 

But the Pentagon spokesman 
said theC-130^ mission was“pas- 
sive" and that all flights complied 
with imeraational law. 


Armenians 
bomb Turkish 
travel office 


PARIS (R) — Armenia gue- 
rrillas claimed responsibility for a 
bomb attack on a Turkish travel 
office in Brussels Tuesday and 
warned of further operations. 

In a telephone call in Paris, an 
Armenian spokesman said the 
attack was carried out by a group 
named .after Pierre Gulumian, m 
A rmenian nationalist killed while 
making a bomb in a Paris suburb 
in July IMX2. 

"We will continue our action.' 
he added. 

The organisation, also known as 
the Orly group, has hit a number 
of Turkish targets in France. 

A second militant Armenian 
group, the Secret Army for the 
Liberation of Armenia ( ASAL A), 
has also taken part in attacks on 
Turkish offices and diplomats in 
France. 

Two Tuiidsh diplomats have 
been killed and one seriously inj- 
ured by the guerrillas since 19X2. 


5 more 
bombs go 
off in Corsica 

AJACCIO, Corsica (Rj — Five 
bombs exploded in Corsica Mon- 
day night after separatists had cla- 
imed responsibility for a wave of 
bomb attacks earlier in the day. 
police said. 

Early Monday the banned Cor- 
sican National Liberation Front 
(FLNC). which is seeking the isl- 
and's independence from France, 
said it had planted more than SO 
bombs in what was seen as a war- 
ning to the authorities three weeks 
before a visit by President Fra- 
ncois Mitterrand. 

Forty-three of them exploded, 
i 1 were defused and a man was 
badly injured when a bomb he was 
suspected of planting blew up in 
his face, police said. 

Monday night’s blasts in the 
northern town of Bastia damaged 
buildings. 


Seoul charges 
6 hijackers 


SEOUL (R) —-South Korea Tue- 
sday formally charged the six hij- 
ackers of a Chinese aidioer under 
its strict anti-hijack law providing 
for a maximum penalty of death, 
state prosecutors said. 

A trial date has not been seL but 
prosecution sources said it was 
expected to be next month. 

'The prosecutors said the six 
Chinese had acted under a pre- 
meditated plan “out of discontent 
with political and social affairs" in 
China. 

The hijackers commandeered 
the British-buQi Trident to South 
Korea on May S after flying oyer 
communist North Korea with 99 
other passengers and crew on 
board. 


French nuclear deterrent could start 
global conflict, private U.S. study says 


WASHINGTON lR> — France is 
moving to build a “nuclear tri- 
gger" that could force the United 
States and its NATO allies into an 
atomic war with the Soviet Union, 
a private military affairs pub- 
lication says. 

An anide by Anthony Cor- 
desman in Armed Froces Journal 
said a five-year military spending 
programme approved on April 20 
“confirms France's slow shift tow- 
ard reliance on nuclear trigger for- 
ces as its main element of def- 
ence." 

While downgrading non- 
nuclear warfare, it said, the new 
plan would give France “a mix of 
strategic and tactical nuclear for- 
ces designed to deter the Warsaw 
Pact by their ability to unilaterally 
triggeratheatre or worldwide nuc- 
lear conflict,” 

These forces would be able "to 


inflict so much damage on Soviet 
and Warsaw Paa targets that the 
USSR wDI be forced to strike all of 
Europe if France strikes a^iost 
tactical targets, and against the 
U.S. if France strikes against Sov- 
iet population centres." the article 
said. 

"France has not withdrawn 
from Europe's defence but rather 
is attempting to dominate h." 

If it succeeds, the article said, 
France would control North Atl- 
antic Treaty Organisation (N- 
ATO) strategy and choice bet- 
ween conventional and nuclear 
combat. 

It said France's new nuclear 
force would give it the ability to 
trigger not only U.S. strategic 
weapons but the British ind- 
ependent nuclear deterrent as 
well. 

It would also allow France to 


hold back Its forces during a War- 
saw Pact conventional attack on' 
'West Germany and to use French 
nuclear weapons only to defend 
itself by irig^ring a European or 
worldwide atomic exchange, the 
article said. 

It said France's pro- 

gramme, providing for its sixth 
and seventh nuclear- miss'ile- 
caring submarines and mod- 
ernised M-4 land-based missiles, 
would increase tern 4K to more 
than 200 the French warheads 
that could survive a Soviet first str- 
ike. 

These we^xins would be too 
inaccurate to hit anything bat Sov- 
iet population centres, it said, but 
“this ywuld provide a fully oe- 
dible upability ... to force the 
USSR to launch a general (nu^ 
lear) war against U.S. and 
Europe.”
